But 
tiere is nature's great, immense, throb- 
ing barrier, with dark forebodings and 
tie possibilities of the most disagreeable 
isoomforts. However, I had no fear of 
hese. 
Indeed, I was eager to see the 


eep in wild commotion, and this desire 


was most emphatically gratified. 


We left I he pier at Jersey City on Feb. 


2th, at 11 a. m. 
The morning was 


imply elegant. Our magnificent eteamer 
ped along, like a thing of life, over a 
glassy sea. For three or four days it re- 
named fair, and then, as we were off the 
Hanks of New Foundland, the ugly noise 
)f the dismal fog horn sounded out over 
he surging billows. 
We had in rapid 


accession squalls, gales, snow, rain and 
lai), which finally reached a climax in a 
veritable storm at sea, such as the Cap- 
ain pronounced the severest one he had 
een in five years. 
I spent much of the 


ima on deck, enjoying the wild, raging 
grandeur. What a combat now ot wind 
nd water. 
The gale swept on as if it 


tnew no bounds and the ocean ever de- 
ermined to resist ita fury. 
Oftentimes 


he vast waves, rising to a great height, 
ame dashing in royal rage, clear upon 
he highest deck, breaking iu spray over 
he vessel, but, undaunted, the grand 
teamer shook the water from its decks, 
nd plowed over and through the oppoa- 
ng surge. To be out upon the mighty 
deep, with two or three miles of water 
Beneath, a blackened eky above, a thous- 
and miles from land, and the wild storm 
ashing the billows hither and thither, is 
grand beyond description to one who 
eels the presence of Him, who holds the 
icean in the hollow of His hand. 
The 


learness of Christ was never more sensi- 
)]y felt. 


Aside from the satisfaction one gets 


iut at sen, trom the contemplation o! iia- 
,ure and the God over all, our party 
>roved an unusually congenial one. Over 
wenty-five of our company are ministers 
ind as many more are artists, musicians, 
educators and lawyers. 
Otherwise our 


sea voyage of over eleven days would 
lave been much more tedious. The first 
land we sighted was Lizard's Point, on 
ihe southwestern coast of England, and 
we first found ourselves on solid footing 
again at Antwerp, Belgium. 
As we en- 


ered the city a magnifient chime of bells 
rang out upon the evening; air, as if to 
jid us welcome. This chime consists of 
90 bells, ranging in weight from fifteen 
pounds to many tons. Perhaps the moat 
exquisite sight in Antwerp is the famous 
cathedral tower in which this chime is 
'ound. 
It is 402 feet high. 
Napoleon 


once said the tower was as beautiful as a 
piece of Mechlin lace and ought to be put 
inder a glass case. 


We next find ourselves in Brussels, 


sometimes called "Little Paris," as it vies 
with France's capital in beauty. An all 
day nde, till late in Ihe evening, brings 
us to Luzerne, Switzerland. And here I 
must pauze a little. I can not do justice 
to my emotions of joy without giving 
some little expression to the awe inspir- 
ing delight of that wonderful ride among 
the Swiss Alps. The night had brought 
us into the heart of Switzerland. Step- 
ping out of the Hotel Schweizerhop, at 
sunrise the next morning, I was greeted 
by the crystal waters of the beautiful 
Lake Luzerne. Away off yonder I aatch 
my first jglimpse of the Alps. 
On the 


right is Mt. Pilatna, like a sentinel on 
guard, and to the left towers Mt. Kigi, 
the most popular of Alpine peaks. 
All 


day long we ride through the marvel- 
ously interesting scenery of these bul- 
warks of the ages. It is a day never to 
be forgotten. The mountains of Switz- 
erland in winter, with rocky cliff, jutting 
crags, peak after peak, one rising above 
and beyond another, some covered with 
MIOW, some with trees, some sloping grad- 


i wlly,others rising in almost perpendiculai 
form, with here and there a glacier or cas- 
cade—villages nestling in the cascades 
with an occasional one far up the moun- 
tain side—all combine to give variety anc 
sublimity. The railroad winds round and 
rounds, in and out—now plunging into a 
dark tunnel and then bureting out into 
dazzling light—now going up a steep 
grade and then down again, but the 
main course ever being upward till we 
reach the highest point it St. Gothard's 
Pass—3,750 feet above the sea level 
Here we go through a tunnel nine and a 
half miles in length and begin our de- 
scent toward the plains of Lombardy 
having passed many places made illns 
trione by William Tell, and feasted ey< 
and sonl npon majestic mountains am 
charming lakes. As I looked up to thi 
heights of these immense masses of rocl 
and soil I kept saying in my heart 
"Power belongeth unto Thee, O, God!' 
"Pou-er belongeth unto Thee, 0,God:' 


Space will only allow me to mention 


the most modern looking city of Milan 
Florence the beautiful, Koine the his 
tone, and the ruins of Pompeii. At Na 
pies we board the Ortigia for a voyage 
on the Mediterranean to Alexandria 
Egypt, with more of Europe on our re 
turn trip. At Naples two more Metho 
dist ministers unexpectedly join on 
party; one an old college friend and th 
other a colleague in the Minnesota Con 
ference. 
For the friends at home I offer th 


prayer—Mizpah.

ig to Get Together on the Silver 


Question. 


WASHINOTOX, April 16.—A joint meet- 


ing of the Senate and House Republican 
caucus committeos was held yesterday to 
dissuss the silver question and endeavor 
to effect some compromise measure that 
would pass both houses and meet the 
approval of the President. The Senate 
committee urged tho adoption of the 
Senate Silver bill, while most of the 
members of tho House committoo fav- 
ored the House bill as being more con- 
servative. 


The Conservative members of the 


House committee, when tho disputed 
question concerning tho redemption ol 
bullion certificates was brought for- 
ward, proposed that tho House bill be 
amended by providing that the bull- 
ion certificates shall bo redeemable in 
lawful money or in coin at the op- 
tion of tho Secretary of the Treasury. 
This tho ultra-iilver men strenuously 
opposed on tho ground that the Secre- 
tary was given too much power by its 
provisions. No agreement on this point 
was reached, but there was a disposition 
on the part of the conservatives to ac- 
cept the proposition of the silver men 
that the Secretary should redeem the 
bullion in'lawful money only. It was 
agreed to leavo tho preparation of a 
compromise measure to sub-committees 
of the Senat» and House committees, 
and the conference adjourned. 


Messrs. Aldrich, Allison, Sherman, 


Jones and Teller were appointed the 
sub-committee on the part of tho Senate, 
and Messrs. Conger, McKlnley, Bayno, 
McKenna and Batine on the part of tho 
House.

Should a Coraican, in revenge for in- 


jury done to himself or his relations, or 
even to his dog or his horse, kill another 
with knife or coup de fusil, public sym- 
pathy sustains him, the hills shelter him, 
his relations feed him, and justice, in the 
shape of gendarmes, winks with both 
eyes unless the murderer be very un- 
popular. Tree, he is termed a "bandit" 
and has to take refuge in the macqui, as 
the natural bush ia called that clothes 
the mountain sides. Well informed Cor- 
sicans tell one that there are at this mo- 
ment in the island over one thousand in 
hiding. 


But please understand the bandit is no 


brigand. Should you, defenseless, hap- 
pen to fall in with him, he will not take 
your purse, but, on the contrary, offer 
you food, if he has it, and shelter in his 
cave, and most probably refuse any pay- 
ment for his hospitality. It is only his 
foe's family against which he wages war, 
and of course in self defense with the 
gendarmes. These latter he will shoot 
with as much unconcern as a woodcock. 


And yet, though the Corsican will not 


rob you, it is not because he does not love 
money. For a very few francs, both 
Corsican gentlemen and English resi- 
dents aver, you can find a man who will 
do your killing for you and rid you of 
your enemy with knife or bullet. And 


•Lile this utter contempt for human 
fe prevails there can be no hope of the 
xtlnction of the vendetta. 
An English gentleman, Capt. G., who 
as now lived for some ten or fifteen 
ears in Corsica, on his own property, 
jkl me the following story: "It seems 
mt one of the employes of the former 
roprietor, fancying he had some grudge 
gainst the new owner, made himself 
bjectionable by breaking down fences, 
riving goats and sheep Into the gardens 
nd annoying Capt. G. in other ways. 
Japt. O. happened to mention the fact 
f the man's enmity, and deplored it as 
nreasonable both to a Corsican gentle- 
nan, a neighboring proprietor, and also 
a a shepherd with whom he was on 
ricndly terms. 


"Let me know if it continues," said 
he gentleman, "and I will have the 
lan taken over to yonder rocks and you 
von't liear of him again." 


"I will arrange for a little coup de 
usil whenever you like to give me 'the 
fflce,' " said the berger. 
This was fifteen years ago, but even
